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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 ,3 and 4 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

3. Claims 1 ,3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Patterson et al., (Patterson), U.S. Patent No. 6,059,081, previously used. 
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Regarding claim 1, Patterson discloses a cable retractor assembly, comprising: 

an enclosure for housing a rotatable reel, the enclosure having a first side and an 
opposing side (col. 2, lines 31-56, see Fig. 2), 

a biasing member coupled to the reel and the enclosure for urging the reel to 
rotate in a predetermined direction (col. 2, lines 3-11) 

a first plurality of terminals disposed on the first side of the enclosure (reads on 
swivel plug 56), and second plurality of terminals disposed on the second side of the 
enclosure (reads on outlet cord 52), inherently the first plurality of terminals electrically 
coupled (via circuit board) to the second plurality of terminals (col. 2, line 57 to col. 
3, line 6 and see Fig. 2), 

wherein the first plurality of terminals is coupleable to a power supply external to 
a portable communications device (reads pm standard 115 volt AC wall outlet) and the 
second plurality of terminals is coupleable to the portable communications device (reads 
on electronic device having rechargeable batteries) (col. 1,line 6-10 and col. 2, line 57 to 
col. 3,line 6 and see Fig. 2). 

Regarding claim 3, Patterson discloses the cable retractor of claim 1 , wherein the 
portable communications device is a wireless phone (col. 1, lines 6-20). 

Regarding claim 4, Patterson discloses the cable retractor of claim 3, wherein the 
wireless phone is a cellular phone (col. 1, lines 6-20). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. Claims 22-32,34 and 41-47 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: prior art of record fails to explicitly disclose a cable retractor assembly wherein 
an actuator or sensor is actuated based on the biasing member being rotated. 



Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Metroka et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,148,471, discloses a communication device 
with voice recognition and movable element control interface. 
Kaschke, U. S. Patent No. 5,898,933 discloses an apparatus and method for 
generating a control signal responsive to a movable antenna.
